th a t m ight develop in a p re-ses­ 
sion statem ent last w eek criticizing 
the governor. He charged Donnelly 
w as paying off a political debt in 
asking the legislature to consider 
extension of the controversial St. 
L ouis earnings tax. 
So far the g overnor h as not re ­ 
plied. O ver the w eekend he w o rk ­ 
ed on the m essage he will deliver 
to the session tom orrow afternoon 
w ith in a few h o u rs after it con­ 
venes at 1 p.m. 
B efore that the governor plans 
to m eet tom orrow m orning with 
officers of both the House and the 
S enate and the tw o appropriations 
com m ittee chairm en to discuss in ­ 
troduction of bills. Donnelly has 
indicated some of the ad m in istra­ 
tion m easures w ould be drafted 
and ready to go w hen the session 
opens. 
Few legislators w ere on hand to ­ 
day and the C apitol w as alm ost 
deserted as state offices observed 
George W ashington’s birthday, a 
legal holiday. 
V onderschm idt said he expected 
to have a conference w ith R e p u b ­ 
lican House leadjers tom orrow to 
m ap out plans for th e session. One 
im m ed iate problem will be w h e th ­ 
er to recess to m o rro w or W ednes­ 
day because Jefferso n City hotels 
will be jam m e d w ith convention 
delegates later in the week.

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Now that some of the uproar has subsided and the dust raised 
by the clamorings of impressionable sob-sisters and unscrupulous 
feature writers whose sole purpose is to tell a tale that will rend 
the hearts of the gullable readers is somewhat settled could be 
its time to take a look at our neighboring county of Dunklin and 
see w hat’s wrong over there. 
Using an assortment of rumors, hearsay and half-truths the 
ladies and gentlemen (God save the m ark) of the press have 
managed to weave a tapestry of mis-information that portrays 
Dunklin county us the locale of a young army of starving ragged 
farmers whose existence is an inflated edition of Tobacco Road. 
“Great oaks from little acorns grow” we used to write in our 
copy books and the old saw certainly applies to what grew out of 
a rem ark by a county judge in Dunklin county and the mis­ 
handling of that remark by the new s services. 
There’s nothing particularly wrong with Dunklin county 
that isn't common to every other county, not only in the Boot heel 
of Missouri, but every county in the nation—they’ve got some 
people in Dunklin county, who, due to their own shiftlessness, 
although, while they are busy harvesting crops, they made very 
good wages failed to lay enough aside to tide them over the per­ 
iod they knew was coming—that slack season between cotton 
picking and spring plowing. 
Check the records of any welfare office Irom Maine to Cali­ 
fornia and you can find the names of families who are chronic 
eases, ‘repeaters’, who knock on the door of public relief regu­ 
larly and are so poorly equipped mentally they believe they have 
a right to being supported by the public. 
Take thus Dunklin county deal, for instance. Just how many 
of the 650 families that signed up for the free, government food 
do you reckon were so destitute they couldn’t manage without it? 
Reputable business men of the county assert that somewhere in 
the neighborhood of 75 to 80 percent were in no m anner really 
in need of two pounds of butter, two pounds of cheese and three 
cans of beef per person per month to keep them from succumbing 
to starvation. Of the balance possibly 10 percent were unable to 
work and needed the food and the rest of the aggregation would 
not have needed the food if they had been willing to work. 
Rut let’s get right down to cause. 
There is the case of the land-owner in Dunklin county who, 
seeing his tenants were push«id for food, offered to put them to 
work at $5.00 per day so the head of the house could earn enough 
to buy food. Would they work? Yes, if they could get the same 
high wages they got picking cotton, but not for $5.00 a day. And 
this incident, so solid citizens of Dunklin county assert, was typi­ 
cal of the attitude of many of those who later signed up for ‘free’ 
food. 
From Florida the U. S. Division of Employment Security re­ 
ceived an order for 33 families wanted to work in the tobacco 
fields of that state. Transportation would be paid both ways, a 
house furnished, and the workers in the family would be well 
paid for their labor in addition. Representatives of the govern­ 
ment canvassed this Dunklin county where, so they said, there 
was no opportunity for jobs and how many families do you sup­ 
pose were willing to sign u p ? Just one colored family. 
Arid the reasons for conditions m Dunklin county, passed on 
to these distressed feature writers who em barked on their cru­ 
sade to alleviate the poor, down-trodden and starving of the 
county, by their hand-picked subjects for interviews—oh brother! 
Listen. They told these writers and photographers that they

JE FFE R SO N CITY, Mo. — The 
cornback trail of Missouri beavers

And even in the very heart of what is considered the poorest 
and most distressed area of the county the country store reports 
bigger business in November, 1953 than the same month in 1952; 
just as good in December 1953 as in December 1952 but a falling 
off in January, 1953. 
Fact is most everybody in Dunklin county is doing just as 
well as could be expected in the slack season between cotton 
picking and spring plowing. 
There are about 42,(X)0 people living in the county and every 
year, just like in every other agricultural county, its the same 
story of a small minority of people who because of their own in­ 
eptness and inability to manage find themselves in straightened 
circumstances and they 'go on relief’ ratjier than go out and 
clean ditches, work the roads, or do other necessary tasks at the. 
price the employer can pay. 
That the whole hullabaloo in Dunklin county was grossly ex­ 
aggerated is being realized can readily be seen in the change in 
tone of the articles still appearing. Original declarations ol us 
high as 20,000 starving people, (according to the imaginations of 
the writers and commentators) have been scaled down and, 
frankly, even those who were responsible for the first xeports 
to be made public are eager to forget the whole thing. 
Sure Dunklin county has its needy and its destitute— name a 
county, or a town, that hasn’t. 
Sure Dunklin countiuns swarmed in to sign up for ‘Ire** food’. 
What would happen in St. Louis county, Mo.; Shelby county, 
Tenn., Cook county, 111., or any county in the entire state if the 
officials announced they had Free food’ to be given away? 
Any halfway intelligent reporter could go into any city or 
county in this United States and check the w elfare offices (like 
they did in Dunklin) and come up with the names of some fam i­ 
lies that aie destitute, even starving, and could ballyhoo these 
into just as big a production as they have busied themselves with 
ui Dunklm county and witfi just as little truth in it 
Fossibly here in Scott county we’re lucky our officials w eren’t 
stampeded into asking lor free tood 
Dunklin county lias been damaged by these unrestrained out­ 
bursts to an extent far greater than the minor benefit received by 
the distribution of food or even the gifts of clothing and if you 
have the slightest idea the majority of the residents of Dunklin 
county are not ‘het up’ over this deal you should talk to them. 
There’s nothing wrong with Dunklin county that isn’t com­ 
mon to all the rest ol our counties. It happens, not “every T hurs­ 
day,” but every year and, in spite of the frantic efforts of the 
•do-gooders’ and publicity seekers, old Mother Nature just isn’t 
going to change up the seasons so they can pick cotton 12 months 
a year. She’s going to have a slack season this time of year 
regardless. 
When spring plowing starts and the customary seasons follow, 
they’ll be making good money again in Dunklin county just like 
they’ve always done and, frankly, it is extremely doubtful, 
whether any of the mortuaries will have to add additions to 
take care ol those who succumb to starvation.

to be made public are eager to forget the whole thing.

Sure Dunklin countians swarmed in to sign up for ‘free food’. 
What would happen in St. Louis county, Mo.; Shelby county, 
Term., Cook county, IU., or any county in the entire state if tin* 
officials announced they had ‘Free food’ to be given away? 
Any halfway intelligent reportei could go into any city or 
county iii this United States and check the welfare offices (like 
they did in Dunklin) amt come up with the names of some fami­ 
lies that aie destitute, even starving, aud could ballyhoo these 
Into just as big a production as they have busied themselves with 
rn Dunk Im county and with just as iiltle truth in it. 
Possibly here in Scott county we’re lucky our officials weren’t 
stampeded into asking tor free loud 
Dunklin county has beem damaged by these unrestrained out­ 
bursts to an extent far greater than the minor benefit received by 
the distribution of food or even the gifts of clothing and if you 
have the slightest ideu the majority of the residents of Dunkbn 
county are not *het up’ over this deal you should talk to them.

In Country: Signs of Year's 
Forward Sweep

A sense of the forward sweep of 
the year is perhaps the greatest 
difference between life in the coun­ 
try and that in town. All the sm all 
signs by which the countrym en 
m ay gauge the approaching end of 
'sum m er and the start of autum n 
are invisible to the city dweller, j 
Although loaves are still green on J 
the apple trees, the branches bend 
with the weight of ripening fruit. 
During the last days of sum m er 
the chorus of insects dim inshes I 
gradually, even though it will not ! 
die aw ay entirely until the coming 
cf the first hard frost 
It is at this tim e that the night­ 
hawks gather in flocks to hunt the ! 
evening sky. You see them first j 
at great height, silhouetted against 
clouds painted by the sunset. But 
as darkness approaches they fly 
lower, until in the dusk they swoop 
and turn hardly a dozen feet above 
our heads as we sit in the yard. 
Now and then one dives from its 
height, checking itself just above 
the ground with the deep boom­ 
ing sound of plucked strings on a 
bas viol as the air rushes through 
, its stiff wing feathers. At this sea­ 
son the robins which have gone 
in pairs and fam ily groups all sum ­ 
m er, keeping m ainly to the woods 
begin to gather in bands and move 
into the fields again.
